It was ordered that the entry of Dr. Worth be 
refused until the rule of the Jockey Club is com- 
plied with. 

The appeal of E. L. Talley was continued. 

It was ordered that 8. 8. Bender, Mrs. W. O. Jop- 
lin, M. Goldblatt and W. 8. Laird give evidence in 
writing, or otherwise, and satisfactory to the stew- 
ard, showing their connection respectively with 
the ownership, sale or transfer of the horses Solver, 
Pat Garrett and Little Emmy. Unless such evi- 
dence is furnished at or before the March meeting 
the stewards order that the persons above cited bo 
suspended from* racing privileges. 

The racing rules were amended and changed as 
follows : 

Rule 72. A horse is a starter for a race when it 
has left the paddock for the poet. 

Rule 84. Entries for purse races, the conditions 
of which have previously been published, shall 
close at the time advertised . in such publication, 
and DO entry shall be received after that time. 

Rule 98. Strike out all after the word “En- 
tircioco^^e 

Knlo 105. Strike out four lines, beginning with 
“and no horse shall be allowed to start” and sub- 
stitute the following: “And no horse shall be 
allowed to start in a race if an unpaid forfeit or 
arrear has been posted or published against such 
horse or against its owner, trainer or employe of 
the stable, or any person interested in such horse’s 
earnings.” 

Role 142. Change the words “Clerk of the 
Course” to “Secretary.” 

Rale 153. Amend to road : “ Every claim must 
be in writing and sealed and filed with the Clerk of 
the scales within fifteen minutes after the result of 
the race is announced.” 

r Rule 158. Change the words “after the sale or 
claim has been made” to read “after the sale or 
claim has been decided.” 

Role 159. Strike out the words “shall be con- 
sidered guilty of fraud and shall immediately be 
ruled off.” 

Rnle 185. Amend to road: “The foe to a jockey 
in all races worth less than $500 to the winning 
horse,” etc. 

The following new rules were adopted : 

A horse after it has left the paddock for the post 
cannot be excused by reason of accident or casual- 
ty, nor can additional time at the P9st be granted. 
The judges, however, may grant additional time if 
the horse is injured in the paddock or while warm- 
ing up 

So long as the name of a person is in the forfeit 
list no horse can be entered by him, or under his 
subscription, for any race, whether acting as au 
agent or otherwise, and no horse which has been 
entered by him, or in his name or under his sub- 
scription, or of which he is or was at the time of 
entry wholly or partly the owner, can rnn for 
any race, and no horse which shall be proved to the 
satisfaction of the Stewards to be directly or indi- 
rectly under the c«re, management or superintend- 
ence of a person who is in default, shall bo quali- 
fied to be entered or rnn for any race, end so long 
as any horse is in the forfeit list, sneh horse shall 
not be qualified to be entered or rnn for any race. 
Bat the Stewards of the Western Jockey Club may 
confirm entries where default is accidental or unin- 
tentional, and prompt payment is made. (The 
rule to go into effect April 1, 1903).

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Ten head of good mares arrived at Lexington 
last Friday from New York, to be retired to the 
studs of their owners. Six are the property of 
Perry Belmont and were bought by him at the dis- 
persal sale of the Roderick estate on'Staten Island. 
They were taken out to Arbordale Stud, where they 
will be in charge of J. C. Graves. The other four 
are the property of J. R. & F. P. Keene, and were 
taken to Cistleton and pat in charge of Major 
Daingerfield. The latter have been racing in Eng- 
land and have been shipped home for breeding 
purposes. 

There is quite a lot of fever among the horses at 
the New Orleans Fair Grounds. Some of Darnell 
& Han’s horses have it. The two-year-old, J. Reiff, 
is quite sick, and Dick Bernard, which ran in the 
Debutante Stakes, is also ailing. 

A meeting at New York last Thursday of the 
officials of several racing associations was held to 
consider the qnestion of long distance races. An 
effort to bring about a conference on this feature cf 
the sport was made by Col. C. Fellowes, secretary of 
the Coney Island Jockey Club, last month, bnt the 
bnsineea of the spring races intervened and the 
matter had to be deferred. It is the intention of 
these officials to do something handsome in an 
over-night purse way for the distance rnneers. 
The committee took np the matter, and the result 
of their deliberations will be looked for with inter- 
est by the pnblic, who are especially interested in 
long distance races. 

H. Stover has leased Agricnltnral Park, Peta- 
luma, Cal. Stover annonnees that he will give a 
thirty-day meeting during April and May of this 
year. No particnlars as to who is backing Stover 
have been given out, bnt it is understood that 
several wealthy Californians are interested in the 
enterprise. The plan is to catch the horsemen 
after racing at Oakland and Ingleside has closed, 
and establish a regular meeting.
